THE CONVENTION. | 

The Republican State Convention yester 
day, after an eutire day’s labor, progressed 
so fat as to admit fifty-six of the regular dele- 
gates and thitty-six of the bolters to the 
State Convention. In the meantime there 
had a great change come over the Conven- 
tion. Prior to the reports of thé Committee 
on Credentials, Logan hada positive majority 
of 101 votes in the Con vention, Cook County 
being excluded. But after the reports were 


heard, and the arguments made, on the 


direet vote to admit the whole ninety-two 
regular delegates the vote sto6d, yeas, ; 
hays 320,—a majority of only 38. There were 
fifty-six delegates in the Convention from 
this county whose seats were not contested, 
but tnder Logah’s dictation the Chair re- 
fused them the right to vote on the question; 
but fer this brutal decision the whole Far- 
well Hall delegation would have been ad- 
mitted by 26 majority. 

The report admitting fifty-six regulars and 
thirty-six of the bolters was then adopted. 
The test vote was, however, on the admission 
of the whole Farwell Hall delegation, and on 
that question Logan’s majority was only 38. 

At the evening session a resolution was of- 
fered by a delegate {froin Galena deeclaring 
that the Convention favored the.nomination 
of Gen. Grant for the Presidency. This res- 
olution was forced to a vote, and adopted by 
yeas, 386; nays, 307—, 4 majority of 79, 
Cook County voting, yeas, 35; nays, 57. This 
vote, indicates the purpose of excluding the 
thirty-six anti-Grant delegates from Cook 
County. Had these been adinitted, the Grant 
majority would have been only seven. 

A delegate from Kane offered a resolution 
that delegates from each Congressional dis- 
trict sélect two delegates to represent that 
district in the National Convention, and that 
the delegates thus sélected be declared the 
délegates from the State of Illinois. 

Gen. Logan at once took the floor, oppos- 
ing this resolution, claiming that the Conven- 
tion should appoint the whole forty-two 
be instructed to vote 
fot Grant. This of course was the diselos- 
ure of the long-prepared coup d'etat, and 
the Boss made a long speech on it. He 
claimed that districts had no right to ap 
point delegates, and that a majority of those 
in thé Convention had full authority to name 
the whole forty-two delegates to represent 
the whole State. This scheme was frankly 
declared to be the ground on which the 
Grant men have been insisting that he will 
be nominated at Chicago, and the forty-two 
votes from Illinois were admitted to be 
necessary for that purpose. 

At the time these lines are written no vote 
had been taken, but from the way Logan 
bellowed and bullied, threatened and ap- 
pealeds 4t was evident he expected to carry 
his scheme and to disfranchise every district 
in the State. Should this be the result of the 
vote on this question, it will only lead 
to a transfer of the contest from 
Springfield to Chicago, and to an in- 
tensification of the deep-rooted and 
widespread hostility to the nomination of 
Gen. Grant, and will render his nomination, 
obtained by such means, & valueless compli- 
ment. What the action of the disfranchised 
delegates may be under the eireumstances 
wiil be seen later on. The full report to the 
latest hour will be found in the published 
proceedings. 

WELL BOLT, BUT YOU SHAN'T! 

The evidence is now conclusive as to the 
purpose of the third-term bolt in Cook Coun- 
ty. It was the result of a deliberate con- 
spiracy to prevent the anti-Grant majority 
in the county from taking any part in the 
organization of the State Convention. There 
was an overwhelming majority of anti- 
third-termets elected to the County Con- 
venfigo. On the most favorable show- 
ing the Grantites would be entitled 
to only thifty-two delegatés to Spring- 
field, and control of only one Congres- 
sional district out of the three Chicago dis- 
tricts. Remaining in the Convention and 
permitting this equitable adjustment might 
throw the control of the State Convention 
into the hands of the Blaine and Washburne 
men. Henee the precipitate retreat of the 
Grantites under the lead of Dick Tuthill, 
who merely executed the orders of Logan 
and Long Jones. The next step in the con- 
spiracy was to gag the Farwell Hall delega- 
tion, Logan, the leader of the Cook 
County bolters, defeated in his own 
ward and district. enters the Oonven- 
tion on a proxy from Jackson County, and 
Offers the gag to the men by whom he had 


‘been defeated in the form of a redolution 


prohibiting them from even asking the Cre- 
dentials Committee to seat them except upon 
condition of agreeing not to bolt if admitted! 
This was decidedly rich from the chief of a 
party of bolters! 

Let us analyze tiis resolution, that we may 
see where it leads. Admitting its principle 
to be correct, the way is clear in every case 
to the organization of a convention by a mi- 


nority of the counties composing it, and the 
majority is utterly without remedy. For if

Tue position of Boss Logan Is 80 extraordi- 
nary that it should be briefly restated. He is 
a resident of Chicago. He leaves the Senate 
and electioneers and pulls wires for a fort- 
night in Chieago for third-termery. He 
attends the primary and votes for 
Grant delegates to the Cook County 
Convention. He is beaten in his ward, 
beaten in his Congressional district, 
beaten in his county two te one. The Cook 
County Convention convenes. A minority 
of less than one-third, consisting of Grant 
delegates, seek to organize the Convention 
against the majority. They fail, and, as pre- 
viously advised by Gen. Logan, bolt, and or- 
‘ganize an independent convention, which 


_| appoints a full delegation of defeated candi- 


dates to Springfield. Boss Logan leads the 
delegution of bolters to the State Capi- 
tal, induces a delegate named Prickett, 
of Jackson County, to vacate his 
seat the Boss behalf, appears in 
the body of the Convention, directs that the 
regular delegation from Cook County by 
which his delegation was defeated by a two- 
thirds majority shall be excluded, not only 
from participation in the preliminary pro- 
eeedings, but prohibited from taking seats on 
the floor; and then offers a resolution that 
the regtilar delegation from Cook County, as 
u condition precedent to having their clainis 
even considered, be required to pledge them- 
selves not to take an appeal if they are kicked 
out and their places given to bolters! 

This sketch well represents the spon- 
taii¢ity of the third-term movement. Bogs 
Logan leads it in this State. He bolts one 
convention to make it more spontaneous, and 
swears nobody shall be permitted to boit the 
other Convention to make it less spontaneous. 


THE Doss SYSTEM IN ILLINOIS. 

The proceedings in the Springfield Con ven- 
tion have very fittingly supplemented the 
manipulations of the caucuses that preceeded 
it. The fact has been abundantly demon- 
strated that, for the first time in the history 
of Illinois politics, this State has a Boss.“ 

* Boss” Logan first asserted himself ag- 
gressively and offensively in this character 
about a month ago, Previous to that time 
he was content with working his manikins 
quietly with the stritzs which long ex- 
perience had taught him how to use, or at 
most he displayed the ordinary blustering 
and swaggefing of the average machine 
politician.

take personal direction of the pre- 
liminary, campaign, to whip in the 
working politicians, and drive off the people. 
He abandoned his seat in the United States 
Senate (but not his pay as Senator), took 
permanent quarters in Mr. Palmer’s hotek 
where the Democrats make their headquf- 
ters, and applied the lash personally te every- 
body who would stand it. 

The Lilinois “ Boss sent out his runners 
to all counties which had not yet held their 
primaries, and warned the Postmasters, and 
Collectors, and all other Government officials, 
as well as the State and county officeholders, 
that, if they expected to retain their pap and 
places they must come to the rescue of third- 
termery. A general proclamation was issued 
to officeseekers that, if they expected any fa- 
vors in the future, they must join in the con- 
Spiracy to Suppress and pervert the popular 
sentiment at the primaries. The personality 
of the Boss was obtruded in every 
available quarter, and anathemas were 
hurled against every man who dared say his 

ul was his own. The people were in many 
places overwhelmed with surprise, and the 
servility of Logan’s ereatures fully estab- 
lished the Boss” system for the time 
being. 

The officeholders and officeseeKers having 
everywhere acknowledged the authority of 
the Boss,“ rallied to do his work. Where 
it was possible to earry the primaries with 
Democratic votes or hired repeaters, the 
mandate of the Boss Was obeyed in this 
way. Tue smallest majority in any County 
Convention, obtained by no matter how ques- 
tionabie methods, was utilized to grab the 
éntire delegation and to instruct it to report 
to the “Boss” at Springfield. When the 
“machine” failed at the primaries or in the 
County Convention, then the henchmen and 
creatures of the Boss got down on their 
knees and coaxed a pro rata representation, 
which was arrogantly denied in all eases 
where the Boss rule prevailed. 

This was the procedure in all counties ex- 
cept Cook, where the anti-third-term senti- 
ment, aroused by the aggfessive attitude 
which the “ Boss” assunied, and indignant 
at the trick whereby it was sought to 
beat the people at the  primaties 
through insufficient notices, turned out 
in such numbers to overwhelm 
the “machine.”

way of qualify himself in politics he 
had * — on the Constitution, 
Benton’s “Thirty Years in the Senate, 
Greeley's American Conflict,” several books 
on political economy, and De Toogue 
ville on America; to whieh the un- 
cle answers that he supposes there is 
no Objection to such foolish reading, but 
urges the young man to become a 
“thoroughly practical politician .” He had 
read no books of that kind, unless Barnum’s 
“How to Make Money” is a treatise on 
finanes. Nevertheless, he invites attention 
to points in his successful career: he had 
been Alderman, Supervisor, Mayor, State 
Representative, State Senator, and Congress- 
man, and for mapy years had been Chairman 
of State and County Committees, and could 
not remember the time when he didn’t carry 
the vote of his own ward in his vest-pocket 
and of his own city in his trousets pocket, 
and he has got them there yet. In explana- 
tion of his Suécess and of having his own 
way in caucuses, primaries, and the like, he 
writes down certain hints for the guidance 
Of his nephew. 

1. Never lose sight of the fact that politics 
and not poker is the great American game. 
It is to Iguorauce of this fact that we have 
so mueh idiotic talk about reform in politics. 
It would sound droll to hear of movements 
for reform in poker, yet clubs to reform 
politics are springing up; the masses have a 
notion, like that of Noah Webster, that 
politics is that part of ethics whieh has to 
do with the regulation and government of a 


> nation or State”; but Webster was yot a 


practical politician, and, as the people have 
no head for such things, it is a waste of time 
to argue with them on this stibjee#, 

A Mr. Lincoln, an impractical man, was 
responsible for the widespread error that 
durs is “a government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, when in fact it is a 


“government of politicians, by politicians, for 


politicians.” To succeed as a politician, one 
must understand and respect this distinction 
with a difference. 

3. Other impractical people argue that the 
existence of parties is necessary to the wel- 
fare of our country. But long experience 
has shown that sensible prattical politicians 
must hold that the existence of the eountry 
is necessary to the welfare of parties, and to 


thank Heaven that we have a country! 


4. To the nephew, who has been appointed 
village Postmaster, he suggests that itisa 
capital opening to one capable of using it. 
All mattets relating to postal affairs should 
be left to the deputy. The pivotal duty of 
Postmaster is to tiurse the party. Postmaster 
and local party-master must be convertible 
terms in order te be recognized by party 
leaders.

5. Always vote the. regular ticket, the 
whole regular ticket, and fhothing but the 
regular tiekot.

THE RAILROADS. 


A NEW ROAD TO KANSAS CITY. 

When the Burlington people secured con- 
trol of the Kansas City, St. Joe & Council 
Bluffs Railroad, it was generally believed 
that the Burlington managers would abandon 
the scheme of building the contemplated new 
extension from Viele to Kansas City. This 
impression, however, was erroneous, as the 
managers of the Burlington are determined 
to carry out the new project any way, and 
mean to commence operations in a very 
short time. The surveyors are still in the 
field locating the line, but they are expected 
to get through with their share of the work 
in a few days. Mr. C. E. Perkins, Vice 
President, and Mr. T. J. Potter, As 
sistant General Manager, of the Bur- 
lington & Quincy, left for St. Jce 
last evening. They will make a careful 
examination of the new route previous to 
letting the contracts. The estimates for the 
work are now being made. The new line 
from Viele to Kansas City will be about 225 
miles in length, and runs through a fertile 
and prosperous. section of Missowl. From 
Chicago to Viele the distance is also about 
225 miles, which will make the total length of 
the new Kansas City line from Chicago to 
Kansas City about 250 miles. The principe 
ay of the Burlington in buil this line 
is to become independent of the Hannibal & 
St. Joe, which it has to use at present as its 
short-line to Kansas City. The Burlington 
has a Kansas City line via the sas 
ae St. Joe & Council Binffs; but, 
while this line answers all purposes as a 
freight line, it cannot compete for the pas- 
senger business to that point with the short- 
er and more direct routes. The building of 
this line will complicate the affairs of the 
South western Railway Association still more, 
as an extra provision for the Hannibal & St. 
Joe, which now receives a large share of its 
Missouri River business from Burlington, 
will have to be made. 


NOT TO BE EXTENDED. 

Nearly all of the Western papers have been 
speculating lately upon the proposed exten- 
sion of the Burlington & Missouri River Rail- 
road in Nebraska to Denver. r. C. E. Per- 
kins, Vice-President of that , authorizes 
Tue TRIBUNE to state that his Company does 
not contemplate any such extension for the 
present. The road will be extended as far as 
Indianola, Neb., at once, and that will be its 


terminus for some time tocome. Mr. Per- 
kins says that he can see no reason why 
he should extend the road further than that 
point, as there is no business worth speak 

of from there to Denver, and Denver has 
the outlets for the present it needs. 

Since the election of Mr. T. Jefferson Cool- 
idge as President of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé, the latter road Will be more in har- 
mony with the Burlington interest, and as 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé is ut to 
build a line from Pueblo to Denver Bur- 
— wy will have an excellent independent 
outlet to Denver over that route.

PUBLIC LANDS. 
RELIEF OF TIMBER-THIEVES. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuineron, D. C., May 20.—The House 
spent the greater part of the day upon a bill 
from the Public Lands Committee, known as 
the Timber bill. Special interest attaches to 
this bill, as it isa scheme suggested by the 
Public Lands Committee for the purpose of 
compromising the lawsuits which the Gov- 
ernment has brought on account of tim- 
ber depredations. The bill is the re 
sult of the raids against the timber 
depredations under Schurz’s administra- 
tion of the Interior Department. Its 
purpose was to compromise these lawsuits, 
proceeding on the assumption that it I has 
never been the policy of the Government to 
prosecute persons for cutting timber for 
domestic or mihing purposes upon the public 
lands, and that to prosecute these suits 
would be to greatly increase the cost of law- 
yers’ fees to the people, while it would add 
to the expenses of the Government. There 
was a very protracted and animated debate 
upon it. Conger, of Michigan, took the side 
of the case originally advocated by the In- 
terior Department, and maintained that the 
Government had been robbed of many square 
miles of timber, and that the thieves 
ought not to be allowed to compromise by 
coming in and paying the price of the lands, 
$1.25 an acre, particularly as the same lands 
heretofore have been held at $2.50. The bill, 
he maintained, was for the benefit of the tim- 
ber-thieves, to whom it offered a bonus of 
$1.25 an acre for their depredations. The 
bill was stoutly defended by * 7 of Calitor- 
nia, Herbert, of 22 and Washburn, of 
Minnesota, and it was laid aside informally 
for the evening session. 

There was another bill from the Public 
Lands Committee which excited a deal 
of discussion, and was finally withdrawn. It 
proposed to transfer to the States the title to 
all islands, beds of lakes that are not navigable, 
bayous, 1 ＋ 2 and the like, Which 
at the time the public lands wer r 
by Government were m r.

Fortunately 
it missed its aim, striking another lawyer on 
the arm and bespattering a new suit of 
clothes beyond recognition, By this time the 
bailiff reached the scene of action, and with 
the help of a few spectators quiet was re- 
stored. The Judge immediately placed 
both under arrest, but afterwards, 
by special request, the prisoners 
were permitted to close their case, when they 
will be dealt with for contempt. An eye-wit- 
ness to the scene to-day says that, had the 
inkstand reached its intended destination, 
Laird’s skull must have been crushed. This 
makes the third affair of the kind that occurred 
in this city during the week between persons 
of whom better things are expected.

SAN FRANCLSCO, May 13.—The shrewdest oper- 
ators on Pipe street are beginning to accept the 
continued depression in Comstock shares 
as pretty conclusive proof that that fa- 
mous lode has seen its best day. and that 
with the cessation of dividends from 
nsolidated Virginia and California several 
— its glory departed. There is not one 
man in either California or Nevada, except John 
Mackay, who bas unshaken faith in the north- 
end (Union, Sierra Nevada, and Mexican) mines 
to-day. Col. Fair, shrewdest and abiest of all 
mine-workers, practically retired from business 
months ago,and is now travcling arotind the 
world. “for his health.” Flood’ sold out 
all his interest to Mackay last January 
for $5.000,000, and Mackay is at this 
time all there is left in active business 
of what was once the famous Bonanza firm. He 
is still in good trim, has a balance of $20,000,000 
or more to bis credit with his different bankers, 
and is apparently as eager to develop new 
bonanzas as ever, not so much for the sake of 
the money they brmg him, but for the prestige.

Wine, two-bit cigars, anything—everything 
free. But no one knows what man is capubie 
of under certain conditions until he is eon 
with unlimited wealth in a tush mining camp. 
But Jones went through like a man in the deal 
last fail, and is now interested in Colorado en- 
terprises, I believe. 

Johnny Skae is another who was fora time 
one of Fortune's favorits. He was a telegraph 
operator when he. got bold of the . to some 
big stock o — he cipher whieh he used to 
such good advance that he got the nucleus of 
a fortune. He finally got control of the Vir- 
ginia & Gold Hill Water Company, and that, 
together with fortunate investments in stocks, 
made him $2,000,000, To-day he is $250,000 worse 
off than nothing 

Lucky Baldwin is another who owes his 
fortune to the Comstock. A man of anything 
but elevated instincts, yet possessed of native 
shrewdness, he bus accuniulated a large fortune 
through fortunate investments in Comstock se- 
curities. It is related of him that he gave his 
counsel, R. H. Lloyd, who secured him a divorce 
from one of his wives, 1.000 shares of Ophir as a 
fee. The stock was worth at the time $150 a 
share. How cheaply wives are gotte ny and how 
dear they sometimes prove in the end! 

The moral history of the Comstock for the 
past twenty years, if truthfully written, would 
comprise a dramatic tale indeed, I have never 
heard of any one bing moraliy elevated by its 
inftinence, but the lives that have been wrecked 
here, their name is legion. Even to-day the 
crack of a suicide’s pistol or scenes behind grated 
bars in the two luvatic asylums of this State tell 
their own tale. Honor, fortune, and life have 
been sacrificed time and again to the 
god Mammon. Men of moderate fortunes en- 
vied Flood & Co., and played Against their 
game and drew Disaster, Ruin, Insanity, Death, 
white the masters of the situation counted their 
increasing gains in the Nevada Bank vaults and 
pitied the fools who dared woo Fortune without 
propitiating her latest votaries. 

In the paimy days of the Comstock, Virginia 
City enjoyed flush times. In the city proper 
there was a population of about 8,000 souls, com- 
sisting of miners, saloonkeepers, merchants, 
teamsters, gamblers, and courtesans, Fifteen 
faro banks and 200 courtesans lent their attrac- 
tions to the place in 1876, and I remember the 
lavishness with which moncy was thrown to the 
dogs. Everyone had money, and everyone 
seemed to be orn a glorious spree. But the 
scene changed in 1877. Darkness and despair 

camped under the shadow of Mount Davidson, 
and the glory of the Comstock seemed to have 
departed.

They — that only two or three parties had 
the courage to buy largely of the immense vol- 
ume ot May oats offered during the past few 
months. The consequence is that the deal is 
well concentrated on the one side, and widely 
scattered on the ther. It has not been difficult 
to get up a seare in May oats, now that it is be- 
lieved more have been sold than can be de- 
livered during the month. It isvignificant that 
our stocks are small, baving been steadily re- 
duced by shipments (largely by rail, in which 
the longs have taken no patt beyond the selling 
to shippers. It is also noteworthy that the stock 
of No. 2 white is almost down to zero, though 
they bave been selling steadily for a couple of 
months past ata premium on No.2 which is 
much wider than the difference between intrinsic 
vaiues of the two grades. This indicates that 
the demand for consumption is much greater 
than was calculated on by the folks who went on 
the short side of the deal. 

It is now the time when warehousemen should 
arrange for receiving into one elevator all the 
winter wheat that comes to this city for sale. 
Such an arrangement would be of immense 
advantage to the trade. Hitherto it has been 
scarcely possible to ship winter wheat by lake, 
and nearty ail that has gone forward was moved 
by rail. Thereason was that vessels could not 
make up & cargo from one house, and to tow 
them round the creek to several houses involves 
a Serious expense, including loss of time. If 
the business was concentrated shippers would 
be more willing to operate, and that would eu- 
courage more winter wheat to come bere. It 
should be easy to make such an arrangement as 
is here suggested, with the increased warehouse 
facilities that will invite hither the coming crop 


of cereals.

SOLDIERS’ REUNION.OF THE NORTHWEST. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CMmcAdo, May 20,—Follewing are the offi- 
cers of the Association known as the Soldiers’ 
Reunion Association of the Northwest: Col. 
Edgar D. Swain, Chicago, President: Maj. 
W. H. Watson, Aurora, First Vice-President; 
Col. Elliott, Princeton, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent; Col. T. B. Coulter, Aurora, Treasurer; 
Col. J. T. Foster, Englewood, Secretary. 
These oflicers constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association. On Jan. 28, 1880, 
at the Palmer House, in this city, was held a 
meeting of the committee of the whole, at 
which time it was determined to leave the 
matter of the next reunion, as to time and 
place, to the Exeeutive Committee. A circu- 
lar was issued by the Executive Committee, 
and a copy addressed to the Mayor of each of 
the principal cities in the State, asking for 
bids to secure the meeting for this year. 

The Committee adjourned, directing the 
Executive Committee to meet in Galesburg, 
III., on May 4, to open bids and determine 
time and place of the next reunion. There 
were bids from thirteen different cities in 
the State, and Galesburg was determined 
upon as the next place of meeting of the re- 
union, and the date was fixed at Aug. 4, 5, 
and 6. A Local Executive Committee has 
been appointed in that city, officered by L. S. 
Lambert, Chairman; L. T. Stone, Secretary ; 
Charles B. Hyde, Treasurer. This Commit- 
tee are charged with making all the neces- 
sary arrangements for the coming reunion. 
They guarantee tent-accommodations free 
for ali soldiers; abundance of good water; 


| cheap subsistence; to build a fort mounting 


ten cannon; to provide two batteries of light 
artillery, 500 rounds of blank cannon-cart- 
ridges, 75,000 rounds of blank musket-cart- 
ridges, and 4,000 stand of arms,—these for 
the grand sham battle; music; the best 
speakers of the Nation: and a general good 
program for each day of the reunion; also 
excursion rates upon railroads. 

This will be the third annual reunion of 
this Association. The first, two years since, 
was held at Amboy, when there were 2,500 
soldiers and from 20,000 to 45,000 citizens 
present each day. The second reunion was 
held at Aurora last year, when there were 
over 3,000 soldiers and from 20,000 to 25,000 
citizens present. This last number were act- 
ually present the last day. 

This being campaign year, it is expected 
that the meeting this year will attract even 
larger crowds of soldiers and citizens than 
ever before. Galesburg is nicely located, and 
has the reputation of being the most hospita- 
ble city in our State, and no doubt all who 
attend will be nicely cared for. 

The Local Committee have stated in a eir- 
cular that they will be able to provide Special 
accommodations for regnnents, batteries, and 
Mexican veterans that will early announce 
their wants, in case of their calling spe- 
cial reunions of their organizations at 
this time. Regiments and other organiza- 
tions of soldiers will readily see that they can 
be much better provided for by the Commit- 
tee if they can at an early date send in their 
muster-rolls to the Local Adjutant. They 
can then be thrown together in the camp by 
regiments, and have their 3 regimental 
headquarters. Soldiers who have not pre- 
viously sent in their names to the Secretary 
will, of course, upon their arrival be assigned 
promiscuously; so that each locality should 
ask for muster-rolls, make them out early, 
and send them in, when their quarters will 
be prepared and reserved. The 9 of Gales- 
burg and the camp will be lighted by electric 
lights at this time,—the celebrated Cleveland 
light being used. 

The Constitution of the Soldiers’ Reunion 
Association of the Northwest, Art. II., reads: 
The object of the Association shall be to help 
keep alive the patriotic camp-Hres of 1776, 
1812, 1545, and 1561-64; to renew our devotion 
to our common country; tomaintain cfvil and 
religious liberty: to renew friendships and 
acquaintances made in the service of the 
country and on the battle-tield; and to honor 
the memory of our fallen comrades whose 
graves like milestones. point out to the 
future historian the mareh of our victorious 
columns through every State of the so-called 
Confederacy.”

A CALIFORNIA PRISON. 


A Go-As-You-Please State Institution 
for the Benefit of Criminal Students. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

San Quentin, Cal., May 14.—California, 
with a population of Jess than a million 
souls, has a criminal element within her 
boundaries at all times of several thousand 
I do not refer to petty crimes, but that 
which is generally denominated high class, 
such as murder, highway robbery, burg- 
lary, and grand larceny. The State Prison at 
San Quentin harbors about 1,500; the bal- 
ance are in the different county jails, or are, 
for the time being, free of the meshes of the 
law, industriously plying their vocation as 
occasion serves. Desperadoes of every na- 
tion under the sun flock to California as to a 
promised land, and here they commit their 
most desperate deeds, because California is 
the natural home of the bandit. With 
its mountain’ chains and gorges, 
its forest fastnesses, its hidden 
caves render it at once the retreat and safety 
of ye bold highwayman. And then what 
rich prizes the modern Dick Turpin captures 
at times in California! For this is still the 


land that poets sing: 

The land of old, 

The land of gold, 

The land of 401 
A great deal of travel is necessarily done 
by stage-coach, and many bricks of gold 
bullion are sent by these conveyances from 
the mines to the city banks or offices of min- 
ing companies. Two determined highway- 
men with shotguns loaded with buck-shot 
can capture any stage that ever crossed the 
mountains. The best man that lives will 
weaken in the presence of a shotgun, if held 
by a desperado who has the “drop” on him. 
I know there are those who may read this 
who will deny the soft impeachment. [have 
heard it often. But once placed in the posi- 
tion they all say, like the coon, “ You needn’t 
shoot; I'll come down.” 

As California always has her quota of des- 

rate men, it fokows that highway robber- 
es are the rule rather than the exception. 
The chances are desperate, but frequently 
the reward is great. 

Crimes of violence, such as murder and as- 
sault to kill, are also of frequent occurrence 
in this State. The Greaser“ population, 
treacherous and desperate at all times, but 
particularly so when drinking, which we 
may say is all the time, commit a goodly pro- 
portion of these crimes, with „love,“ hate, 
revenge, or money as impelling causes. Many 
escape, but the majority are captured, and in 
course of time find their way to the State 
Prison at San Quentin, where one would 
think a brief stay would so sicken their free 
souls that they would pine for liberty, which, 
once secured, they would know how to ap- 
preciate. Notso. There are convicts in San 
n now who have been here half a 

ozen times, and they like it. 

The fact is, Californians know nothing 

about running a State Prison, and convicts, 
instead of being reformed, come here only to 
perfect themselves in criminal exploit. 
There is the greatest freedom of communica- 
tion allowed between prisoners; they may 
subscribe for just what they please in the 
way of reading mafter, the result being a 
deluge of Police Gazettes and literature of 
that kind. Numbers of the convicts are em- 
ployed as “trustees,” and have certain 
privileges denied to less fortunate “cons,” 
and so far did the spirit of toleration extend 
at one time that the officials winked at the 
existence of a faro bank which was con- 
duet by certain boss prisoners. 
The situation of the prison fs all that could 
be desired by the most esthetic “un- 
fortunate.” it is but. twelve miles 
fromeSan Francisco, and most pleasantly 
sityafed on a peninsula at the extreme south- 
east limit of Marin County. The gentle 
breezes of the bay, interspersed by an occa- 
sional zepbyr from the ocean, fan the air, and 
keep the atmosphere at all times pure. The 
centre of the prison-yard is devoted to the 
productions of Flora under the ministering 
care of three or four convicts whose tastes 
run in that groove. Nor is the sense of the 
sublime forgotten. Look around,in what- 
ever direction one will, the grandest natural 
panorama salytes the eye. On the one hand 
majestic Tamalpais, its frowning peak kiss- 
ing the clouds, invites the contempla- 
tion of the philosophie “con,” while 
on the other the blue waters of 
the Bay of San Francisco stretch away 
and lose themselves in the foothills of Con- 
tra Costa. There is an ever-moving paho- 
rama of sailand steam vessels on the bosom 
of the bay, andthe eye may at all times find 
new delights wherever it may bend. The 
convict who cannot in such a home find 
pleasure must be hard to please, especially 
when Ladd that there is no work to do,— 
nothing but eat, drink, sleep, and be merry. 
And herein lies the secret of the fact that 
California has a large criminal elemeut. The 
State Prison is but a training school for 
criminals, and the highway seems their 
legitimate place. Theyare fostered in crime 
by the State, which confines them at San 
Quentin, and practically says: Now, boys, 
talk the matter over among 4 and if 
you put up any more jobs w ica Tan execute 
after you get away from here [ll lock you 
up aguin!” And the boys talk the matter 
over among themselves, exchange ideas in 
regard to criminal enterprises, and so perfect 
theinselves. 

Among the more notorious criminals who 
have served in San Quentin was a fellow 
generally known as News . convicted 
of forging poll-tax receipts. He was sen- 
tenced to eleven years’ imprisonighnt He had 
plenty of money when he arrived at San 
Quentin, and was reéeiyed by the officials 
with open arms. He was installed in an 
official position and actually had more to say 
during his temporary “retirement” in re- 
gard to the inside management of the prison 
than any officer there. He always dressed 
in citizens’ clothes and was in all respects 
quite the Grand Mogul. Among the last acts 
of Gov. Irwin was to pardon Morgan. A 
great many people found fault 
with thedievernor for this, but I think it the 
wisest thing he could have done. If Morgan 
had staid much longer the other prisoners 
would have resigned“ in a body some fine 
morning. . 

By the terms of the Constitution recently 
adopted in California State prisoners may 
not be employed at any trade which will in 
any manner compete with free labor. t 
will therefore be found practically impossi- 
ble hereafter to empley their services. In 
the pasta small proportion of the convicts 
were employed in making furniture and 
leather. But this has been stopped, and they 
are all now Gentleman Joes, living at their 
ease, well fed, clothed, and housed for a 
term of years, and barring the idea of the 
confinement they are much better off than 
hundreds of free men. 

There are quite a hundred here for mur- 
der, two having committed murder since 
their arrivaz at the prison. There are up- 
wards of: Chinamen, representing in 
nearly all eases high crimes. They are 
quite content, however, and never squeal, 
nor do they like their white companions in 
crime, ever attempt to escape. 

San Quentin was found several 
quite inadeguate to accommodate the yearly 
increasing number of criminals. Another 
cell building was added, but this soon filled 
up. A branch prison has just been completed 
at Folsom. I visited this place with a Leg- 
islative Committee a few weeks ago, and 
have no hesitaWen in describing it an out- 
rage on humanity. The cells are all dark 
cells, there is no yard, the cells are damp 
and unhealthy, and Folsom is notoriously 
the most unhealthy place in the State during 
the summer montis, The malaria arising 
from the North Fork of the American River 
poisons the atmosphere for miles, and chills 
and feveris but one of the plagues that are 
sure to afflict the poor devils who are des- 
tined to reside there for a season. 

Penal science, as understood in California, 
is a badly mixed quantity, and will continne 
to be so doubtless while administered by 
men totally unfit by either Natufe, educa- 
tion, Or instinct for the duties of prison offi- 
cials. II.

REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 


The Serapeum of Memphis. 

A report in the London Times of April 16 
says: A lecture was delivered on Wednes- 
day by Prof. A. Mariette, M. A., before the 
members of the Crystal Palace Company’s 
School of Arts, Science, and Literature on 
„The Remarkable Discovery of the Serapeum 
of Memphis,” by the brother of the lecturer, 
now his Excellency Mariette Pasha. After 
some introductory observations, the lecturer 
proceeded to say that M. Mariette eagerly 
volunteered to follow the track of Lord 
Prudhoe, after wards fourth Duke of North- 
umberland, and of Tattan, to collect for 
France what Coptic and Syriac manuscripts 
had escaped the investigation of the two 
great English travelers, and, after inquiry, 
the French Government djd not hesitate to 
accept his services, In August, 1850, the 
young savant left France for Egypt. In 
Alexandria he was surprised to find lying 
in the gardens of European residents a great 
number of sphinxes in limestone, covered 
with ancient Greek inscriptions. He was 
informed that they had all come from Sakka- 
rah, the site of the ancient Memphis, and had 
been found in the desert, and he concluded 
that they could not but be connected with 
one of the marvelous avenues that led to the 
Egyptian sanctuaries. On reaching Catro, 
Auguste Marietée placed himself in commu- 
fication with Linant Bey, who volunteered to 
guide him in his expedition. Having visited 
the Pyramids and explored the vast necropo- 
lis in the midst of which they stand, he pro- 
ceeded to Sakkarah, and, while awaiting the 
arrival of his friend he made a topographical 
survey of the necropolis. He purposed re- 
maining a few days,—he actually remained 
four years. He remembered a passage in 
Strabo, in which the old 8 who 
was born sixty * B. C., spoke of the Sera- 
peum of Memphis béing placed at the en- 
trance of the Lybian Desert, and being con- 
—— threatened with invasion from the 
sand, 

Soon afterwards his foot struck against 
what proved to be a libation table sculptured 
in honor of Osiris-Apis, which is now to be 
seen in Louvregand he concluded that 
the tomb of Apis, which must contain so 
many scientific treasures, could not be far 
off, and he determined to seek for the Sera- 
peum at all risks. The search for manu- 
scripts was given up, and his credit and 
futu areer were at stake. The Egyptian 
Apis, old as the worship of the divine 
bull, had two homes, in one of which he 
lived under the name of Apis, the other, 
where he reposed after his death, under the 
name of Osorapis or Serapis. He was pre- 
pared to find the latter plundered of its 
treasure, as it was by the early Christians, 
but the plunderers had, perhaps, spared the 
archeological and historical treasury, which 
was far more valuable than ahy amount of 
silver and gold. He commenced his labors 
in the desert with a score of féllahs, some 
with pickaxes, some with baskets to carry 
off the sand. second sphinx soon 
rewarded their labor. and others 
followed to the number af twenty-one. ‘They 
formed a few of those which constitated an 
avenue of sphinxes in the middle of a vast 
necropolis. The avenue wound its crooked 
way between vast fuperal monuments. The 
labor entailed might be gathered from the 
fact that while the sphinxes first discovered 
lay at a depth of twelve feet below the sur- 
face, the others were found at adepth of be- 
tween sixty and seventy feet. At last the 

With sphinx was brought to light at a spot 
where the avenue turned to the right at an 
angle of degrees. The work was pushed 
on vigorously in spite of eapormous difficul- 
ties, which the lecturer detailed at some 
length. One day eleven of the laborers were 
buried under an avalanche of sand, and were 
with difficulty extricated. The head men of 
the weighboring villages ordered that all sup- 

lies of food should be withheld, and the 

ellahs were forbidden to work for him, 
but in spite of these and various other diffi- 
culties, including orders from the high- 
est authorities in Cairo to desist, which he 
disregarded, he persevered. After the lalst 
sphinx had been secured, a spacious dromos, 
aved with fine flagstones, was discovered. 

t was in shape a semicircle, decorated with 
eleven Greek statues of — 2 — hers, 
and law givers, and it stopped the explorer’s 
way. lle determined on a new departure 
and soon came on a chapel, bearing the roya 
cartouche of Neelanbo I. of the 30th dynas- 
ty, the last but two of the indigenous 
Pharoahs, The image of Apis stood there, a 
welcome indication to the young explorer 
that he was on the right track. But the 
chapel stopped his way and he had to take a 
new direction, He did so to the west, and 
two other chapels were discovered; one in 
the Egyptian, the other in the Greek style. 
The latter was empty; in the former stood a 
statue of Apis in stone with the solar disc 
before his horns, The statue, before which 
Alexander the Great, Cleopatra, and Cvresar 
must have passed, and which must have 
witnessed the last solemn rites of the fune- 
rals of phe was now an object of admira- 


tion at the Louvre. Along both sides of a 
pered ciuseway ran a wall six feet high, 
built of huge blocks, upon which, as upon a 
pedestal, stood colossal statues of fantastic 
animals. A peacock, six feet high, carrying 
a little Genius, a gigantic cock, a lioness, a 
panther with a serpent’s tall, a Cerberus— 
all led by children—a phoenix with a woman’s 
head, lions with strayge faces; all samples 
of the mystic symbolism of: Egypt as con- 
eived by the Greek mind 

The work was carried on in most trying 
circumstances. All sorts of impediments 
were thrown in the way of the indefatigable 
archeologist, but they were got over. High 
officials arrived from Cairo with prohibitions 
which he contrived to disregard. When his 
labors were found to be crowned with suc- 
cess, the Egyptian authorities claimed their 
fruit; but the monuments he had discovered 
he contrived to have conveyed to Alexandria 
and shipped to France. 2 interna- 
tional jealousies and Turkish Cupidity con- 
spired together against the young antiqua- 
rian, get with unflagging enthusiasm he con- 
tinued his course, and after a lengthened 
period the Fyench Government interfered on 
his behalf d sent him a large and welcome 
remittaneg The details of the further exca- 
vations were narrated by the lecturer, who 
added that during the night of the 12th of

It was difficult to realize by 
what mechanical contrivance such enormous 
masses of stone were transported to their 
resting-places from the far-distant quarries. 

When the entrance to the great tomb was 

effected the finger-marks of the Egyptian 

who had closed up the last stone of the wall 
were still visible in the cement, and on the 

sand of the floor was still to be seen the im- 

pression of the naked feet of the workmen

THE PRAXITELES MERCURY. 


An Art Treasure from Olympia, with Its 
Origin and Contemporaneous History 


Described. 
Richard Grant White in New York Times. 


The Astor Library has received within a 
few days a fine cast of one of the most beauti- 
ful works of art that have come down to us 
from the great sculptors of Ancient Greece. 
It is the head and bust of a statue of Hermes, 
made by Praxiteles, and recently unearthed 
at Olympia. Hermes is the Greek name for 
the god who is known te most English 
readers as Mercury, the latter being the 
name which was given to Hermes by the 
Latin poets, through whom the modern 
knowledge of the Greek mythology was first 
derived. : 

Of the noble beauty of this last discovered 


} treasure of Greek art it would be difficult to 


say too much; rather, indeed, it is difficult to 
say enough, yet with discretion, for it must 
take a place in the highest ranks of sculpt- 
ure second only to the Phidian work on the 
pediment of the Parthenon (the Elgin mar- 
bles) and to the misnamed “Venus of 
Melos.“ It represents Hermes bearing on his 
left arm the infant Dionysus, or Bacchus, the 
former being the old Greek name for the god 
known to the Romans, and the later Greeks 
by the latter. But the Greek Dionysus was a 
being of a much higher type and finer fire 
than the Bacchus of the Latin poets, for the 
Romans coarsened everything that they 
touched. According to the old mythology 
(for mythology has its periods and almost its 
fashions), Dionysus, who was the son of 
Jupiter and Semele, was in his infancy in- 
trusted to Hermes, who delivere@® him 
certain nymphs to be 
and educated; for his wmoth- 
er, Semele, was consumed by 
Jove’s lightning when he approached 
her at her request—made on the suggestion 
of the jealous Juno—in all his proper splen- 
dor and power, as if she were a goddess. 
Hermes was much connected by tradition 
and by the poets with the infancy of Bacchus 
in other respects; and the represeutation of 
the two together is not uncommon in Greek 
art. The statue of which we have here a re- 
roductien of the head and bust, although it 
ars no inscription and has been hidden in 
the earth for more than a thousand years 
has the advantage of having its subject an 
its sculptor known with certainty—two 
points of knowledge which are not often 
united in regard to ancient works of art. 
For Pausanias, a Greek writer, to whom we

Without the aid of this passage in Pau- 
sanias it might have been difficult to dis- 
cover the subject of this surpassingly beau- 
tiful statue; for the god is not represented 
with any of the usual signs and tokens of 
his office and his identity. He has no ca- 
duceus, no winged cap or sandals: he does 

otappear as the flying message-bearer of 

lympus, norinany of his sterner or less 
respectable characters. He is shown simp!

and beauty. But notwithstanding this, and 
notwithstanding the destruction of the fig- 
ure of the infant Bacchus, there can be no 
doubt about the statue. For upon the round 
of the young god’s grand shoulder time has 
left five tiny fingers, laid there in childish 
confidence; the position of the statue shows 
that the infant lay in the hollow of his bear- 
er’s arin, and that the latter was looking 
with love and admiration upon the nursling. 
The god leans his left arm, in which the 
child is, upon the’ trunk of a syca- 
more tree, about which there is some 
drapery, whieh plainly falls from the 
child. The legs of e figure are un- 
fortunately broken about half way below 
the knee, and the Jower fragments have not 
been discovered. These particulars I gather 
from the photographs of the statue which are 

ublished in Berlin, for the cast in the Astor 

ibrary is merely of the head and shoulders. 
The statue is colossal; butitis not on such 
a large scale as to be in the least oppressive 
on a near view. 

The head is remarkable not only for its 
sweet and noble beauty, but for its type. It 
might well be taken for the head of youn 
Hercules. The hair isin the short curls which 
the Greek artists seem to have regarded as 
an accompaniment of unusual manly 
strength, and itcomes down low upon the 
forehead. ‘The profile is not that which gen- 
orally appears in Greek representations of 
routhful beauty, either in man or in woman. 
The nose is somewhat arched approaches 
the Roman type; but it has a beauty of out- 
line and proportion and a nobility of expres- 
sion which is to be found in no Roman profile 
that I can remember. The mouth, for the fine- 
ness of its form and its union of sweetness 
with manliness, surpasses, I venture to say 
that of any other mal ead which has come 
down to us from agfiquity; and the chin 
square and half dimpled, is such as is foun 
only in the finest specimens of the highest 
type ofman. The outline of this profile at 

e nose, mouth, and chin unites all of 
grandeur and of grace that can be imagined 
in an ideal head, I know nothing equal to 
it, not even that df the Venus of Melos” 

But the most remarkable, although not the 
most beautiful part of this face—yet in itself 
beautiful with a strange peculiar beauty—is 
the forehead, which has not that breadth and 

iat smooth serenity which might be ex- 
pected in the head of a young god. On the 
contrary, itis notably narrow, and is rough- 
ened by a very marked projection of the 
lower part, owing to a large evelopment of 
the frontalsinuses. This gives an expression 
significant of strength of will and of energy 
in action. The sculptor happily succeeded 
in avoiding any mean or contracted look 
consequent upon this narrowness of 
the forehead; but nevertheless here is 
not the placid brow of youth and of 
divinity. But in expression the face 
with all its strength, and notwith- 


standing this almost roughened forehead 4

Among the 
works of art which they have discovered, how_ 
ever, no other is to be compared in interes, 
and value with this statue of Hermes 

which, by its intrinsic beauty and by its high 
authentication, takes a place at once among 
the few really great statues of the world. We 
owe the early ssion of this fine cast to 
the taste and forethought of Mr. Little, the 
present Superinteadent of the Library, who, 
as month follows month, justifies the Trus- 
tees more and more in their selectien of him 
for his post.

BETROTHED TO A PRINCE. 


The Union of Great Biches and High 
Bank-The Daughter of a Very 
Wealthy Russian to Wed Alexander 
of Bulgaria. ;

Paris, April 30.—For the first time the 
notables of Bulgaria have gratified their sov- 
ereign with the title of Highness in their ad- 
dress of congratulation on his return to the 
society of his “ faithful subjects.” The nota- 
bles of Bulgaria are really glad to see their 
Prince once more, as when he left their 
midst the chances were decidedly against 
his coming back again. The Bulgarians had 
not been at all nice with young Alexander 
Von Battenberg, whose life they rendered 
quite miserable during the few months of 
his residence at Tirnova, and he told them 
very plainly that either they must be- 
have themselves or seek a new ruler, 
and he was entirely in earnest. 
But, as in the case of wedded pairs on the 
eve of a separation, both parties reflected on 
the consequences, and agreed to postpone a 
definit rupture until some more auspicious 
moment. The natives are not a very intelli- 
gent race, but among their teachers and 
preachers are to be found a few individuals 
possessing a little common sense, and these 
were shrewd enough to take in that, if Alex- 
ander should be forced to abdicate, some 
-worse thing might befall them. Either the 
Turks would come back or a Russian pro- 
tectorate would be established, either hy- 

othesis implying that Nihilo-Socialist rant- 

and agitation was not to be tolerated. 

The unexpected Liberal victory in En- 

gland was a powerful lever in the hands 

of the Russian party, and the  so- 
called Liberals of Bulgaria prudently fell 
back to bide their time fur another anti- 

monarchical demonstration, to be gotten u 

simply in the interests of Austria. So much 

for the Buigarian politicians, who threw up 
the sponge as soon as a warning was sent 
them from St. Petersburg. For the Bulgarian 

Prince to be tempted back again was not 

nearly so easy. He is a gentleman, accus- 

tomed to the society of gentlemen, and to live 
among these boors is naturally very repug- 
nant to his feelings.

Russia’s policy that Bulgaria shall be an in-
